£1,500,000' CRUISER 


The complement of the Achilles is 550 men. The ‘Admiral 
Scheer, which is a 10,000-ton cruiser of battleship design, carries 
‘over 1,000'men and has a cruising range of almost 20,000 miles. - 

The Achilles was buill at a cost of £1,500,000 at the Cam- 
mel] Laird yards and was Inunched in 1982. Sho was com- 
missioncd on ‘October 10, 1983. Her apeed is.32.6 knots. -

‘ones, and have been distributed to firms all over the country. 

Many will probably be sent to English soldiers at the Front. 

A final load of German cards was dumped at the London 
docks only a few days before war broke out. au
